prevalent sentiment In the country that 
Cuba Kiioulil be set free at once and by 
war If iH!<;essary, the great bulk ot the 
eíjimniinioations received at the executive 
nian.sion favor peace, or at least say that 
the writers support the president. 
I have 
been told on good authority that there are 
new on file In the executive mansion 10 or 
la busiiels of letters and telegrams favor­ 
ing c.onsorvativu action. 
These have bevii 
recc'ived during the last few weeks. 
Not 
one in 50 of tliem has reached the eye of the 
pi(!sidont, not lieoause he lacks interest in 
tlioin, but for the simitle reason that ho 
cannot find time to peruse or even glance 
over htj many eoinmunicutions. 


l.ctters to tho Freiiideat. 


The clerical staff at the White Hoii.se as­ 
sort out the letters iiml telegrains addre.ssed 
to tiie president, plaoing before Mr. M c­ 
Kinley all those from jteoplo known to 
idm purson.illy, or from men of inijtor- 
tance. 
The others are classilkxl ami a list 
of tho nanu'S of tlie wAkiLers and tlie tenor 
of their opinions mttcd, so that the presi­ 
dent can at a sh<jrt glance gtdn an idea of 
the ii'iture «if iniblic opinion in so far as it 
is expressed by tho people who take tho 
trouble to write or telegraph him. 
Tlie 
great numljer of these comiuuniciition.s 
show that not all the [leoplo of the I 'nited 
.States iiave been anxious to have the coun­ 
try rusiied into war. 
A few of tho latters received at tho White 
House have been of an abusive and In.sult- 
ing nature. A ll such oominunications are 
promiitly destroyod, though now and then 
a tunny one is {daced bt'fore tho iire.sident. 
Tho chief magistrate of this nation has 
enough trouhles of his own during such 
times as these without reading the growls 
of men who think they know more what 
ougiit to bo dune than ho does and wlio 
express their opinions in ugly, insulting 
fashion. 
1 am told tho president asks his 
clerks to show him all tlie ntspectful let- 
t«*rs wljich tlisapprove of his course, but 
tho Insulting ones ho naturally does not 
caret to read. 
It Is said the president 
knows how to eliscount the peace oom- 
nmnicatiijns which have been pouring in 
at the White Henise. Hu understands very 
well that the men who want peace are 
much more llke*ly to write or telegraph 
him than tho men who want war, for one 
tiling because they have more leisure and 
money, as a rule, and for another Ix'canso 
they think their expressions w ill ho wel­ 
come. T'he grt*at iiiasso.sof tho jteople, wlio 
want ,S[)ain kicked out of tho western 
hemisphere, are not w riting many letters 
to tho WilitO llolLSO.

How it ev er got t he r e is a m y stery to 
me-—e v e r y thing shows a ru bbed and 
grou nd or pu lv erized c ha r a c t e r .

was among the Y audalia ahip’s com ­ 
pany at the tim e of the great naval d is­ 
aster m Apia harbor, Samoa, in rev ert­ 
ing to that experience. 
“ For three or 
four years after 1 got out of tha t mess 
all safe and sound the mem ory of it 
used to get tangled up in my head when 
1 was asleep, and 1 would w ak e in a 
tremble and he unable to sleep for the 
rem ainder of the night, 
B ut tim e 
h as 
softened the craggier edges of the 
re­ 
m em b ran ce of thu t 
h or r ify in g black 
wind, and once in 
a spell n ow ad ay s I 
forget all ab ou t it for tw o or th ree d ay s 


at u tim e. 
“ T here was one m an in m y mess on 
the Y audalia w ho was never qu ite right 
after we w ent on the reef. 
I w as ship­ 
mate w ith him for tw o years afterw ard, 
and his occasional wildness was plain 
to all hands, and men w ho’ve been ship 
mates w ith him since— for he ’s still m 
the outfit— tell me tha t he ’s just as bad­ 
ly haunted by the m emory of the disas­ 
ter us ho w as when lust I saw him. 
This mail was a shipw right, and his 
name was Turley. 
Before we had that 
had blow T urley w as as cheerful and 
as 
chipper u man around d ick s as I ever 
swapped yarns w ith, hi t w hen he got 
well of Inh hrok < n arm s dow n in Apia 
he w as a changed man. 
I never saw 
him crack a grin after the blow, and 
from u stout, husk y fellow ho became 
tiiin and haggard look ing. He recovered 
all right physically from the thing, you 
see, hut it sort of tw isted his head and 
preyed upon him. 
He sw ung his ha m ­ 
mock alongside of me on the Alert for 
tw o years after w e were sent up to duty 
on the west coast again, and it w as a 
common thing for Turley to hop out of 
his hamm ock in a frenzy in the m iddle 
of tile night in port nr a t sea, yelling 
lik e a m adm an: ‘ All hands abuudou 
ship! S he’s going to strik e !’ Ho created 
a lot of excitem ent up forw ard by doing 
this, hut after aw hile the men got used 
to it and only turned over w hen they 
heard Turley howling. 
“ It was the regular thing for the cor­ 
poral of the m arine guard at the ga ng­ 
way to prod the poor chap aw ak e when 
he had 
these 
crazy 
som nam bulistic 
spells and put him hack in his ham m ock , 
for he ’d come out of them as w eak as a 
k itten and trem bling all over. 
T here 
were a num ber of us on the A lert w ho 
were washed up in the Samoan disaster, 
and naturally once in aw hile w e ’d get 
to talk ing about it. 
Hut it d id n’t tak e 
us long to find out that wo cou ld n’t talk 
about it w hile Turley was around. The 
mention of the thing in his hearing 
w ould bring an insane gleam into his 
eyes, and lie would suddenly begin to 
talk incoherently and at the top of his 
voice about reefs and dragging anchors 
and all that, so that we learned to 
k nock off Samoan hurricane talk w hen 
he was around.

the 
Frenchm an. W hile coast ing along Hon ­ 
dura- L ’< Jlonnois ran his v ssel ashor 
Mr Stock ton says: 
As it was impossible to get their 
great vessel off the sand bank s the pi­ 
rates set to work to break her up and 
build a boat out of her plank s. 
But 
w hen they began the work they had no 
idea it would tak e so long to build a 
boat. 
It was months before the un 
wieldy craft was finished, and they oc­ 
cupied part of the tim e in gardening, 
planting French beans, w hich were ripe 
in about six week s, and gave them some 
fresh vegetables 
They also had some 
of the ship’s stores, and m ade bread, 
thus m anaging to live very well, 
L ’Olounois was never intended by 
nature to he a boatbuilder, and w hen 
the boat was finished it was discovered 
thut it had been planned so badly that 
it w'ouId not bold them all, so they 
drew lots to see who should em bark iu 
her, for one half of them w ould have to 
stay until the others came back . 
Of 
course L ’Olonnois went in the boat, and 
he reached the m outh of the N icaragua 
river. 
T here bis’ party was attack ed by 
some Spaniards and Indians, wdio k illed 
more than half of them and prevented 
the others from landing. 
L ’Olonnois 
and the rest of his men got safely away, 
and they m ight have sailed back to the 
island w here they had left their com­ 
rades, for there w as now room enough 
for them all. 
But instead they w ent t*> 
the coast of Cartagena. 
The pirates left on the island by their 
heartless com panions w ere rescued by a 
buccaneering vessel, hut L ’Olonnois had 
now reached the end of his wick ed ca­ 
reer. 
On the shores w here he 
lan d ed he did 
not find prosperous villages 
an d peace­ 
ful inhab itants to he robbed, hut instead 
he cam e upon a fierce tribe of Indians 
called 
by the 
Spaniards 
“ bravos,’’ 
or w ild men. These people would never 
have anything to do w ith tiie whites. 
It w as impossible to conquer them or to 
pacify them. 
They hated w hite men 
T hey had heard of L ’O louuois and his 
buccaneers, and when they found this 
notorious pirate upon their shores they 
were filled w ith a fury such as they hud 
never felt toward any other of his race*. 
N early all of the buccaneers were 
k illed, and 
L ’Olonnois, being

prisoner, was pu t to death w ith most 
cruel tortures— a fate of w hich lie had 
no right to complain.

fy tlm r claims if he received nothing 
from in r. In England, says an antiqu a­ 
rian. there was at least one case where 
the hride was clothed pu ris u atu ralihu s 
while the 
ceremony was being per- 
tormed in the great jchu rch at Birm ing­ 
ham. 
The minister at first refu sed to 
perform the ceremony, hu t finding noth 
ing in the ru bric that wou ld excu se him 
he married the pair. 
To carry ou t the law* fu lly as the peo 
pie u nderstood it the ceremony shou ld 
always have been performed as it was 
¡u the Birmingham chu rch. Bu t modes­ 
ty forbidding, variou s expedients were 
u std to accomplish the desired pu rpose 
au d vet avoid tlie u ndesirable featu res. 
Sometimes the bride stood in u closet 
and pu t her hand throu gh a hole in the 
door. 
» Sometimes she stood behind 
a 
cloth screen and pu t her hand ou t u t 
one side, again she wou nd abou t her a 
white sheet fu rnished for the pu rpose 
hy the bridegroom, and sometimes she 
stood in her chemise or smock. 
Even­ 
tu ally, in Essex cou nty at least, all im ­ 
modesty was 
avoided by tho 
bride­ 
groom’s fu rnishing to the bride all tho 
clothes she wore, retaining title to the 
same in himself. 
This he did in the 
presence of witnesses, that ho m ight 
prove the fact in case he was su ed for 
any debts she m ight have contracted. A 
marriage of this kind occu rred at Brad­ 
ford 111 1733, and the following is a tru e 
copy of the record of the same: 
B r a d f o r d , Deo. ye *¿4, 1788. 
This may certifle whomsoever it may eon- 
eerne that Janies Bailey of Bradford who was 
married to tho widow Mary Bu tton Nov 22 lu st 
[>a.st by me ye au bserilier then declared that he 
took the said person withou t anything of es 
lu te and that Lydia the wife of Eliu aer Bu rbank 
& Mary the u ife of Thomas Bticknu y & Mar 
Raret the wife of Caleb Bu rbank all of Brad 
lord were witnesses that the clothes she then 
had on were of his providing At bestowing u pon 
her 
Wit.i.iam Bai ,ch, M inister of ye Gospel. 
It is noted by the same writer that in 
all cases of smock marriages that have 
come to his knowledge the brides have 
been widows. 
It is thought that during tho reign of 
George 111 there were many smocl; mar­ 
riages in Maine, then a part of the prov­ 
ince of Massachusetts Bay , chielly in 
Lincoln and Vork counties or in the ter 
ritory which is now so known. There is 
nothing to show that the practice out­ 
lived the Revolution. 
In Maine u p to 
1852 a husband was liable for debts of 
bis wife contracted before marriage 
and no such subterfuge as the smock 
marriage could relieve him. — New York 
¿ sun.
